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Plastics added 
to Antioch 's 
recycling plan 

Effective immediately, the Village of 
Antioch's recycling center will accept 
plastic containers. The Village Board of 
Trustees approved a motion, Feb. 18, to 
enter into an agreement with A- 1 Recy- 
cling, Fox Lake, for pick-up of plastic 
containers. 

Initially, only number two plastic con- 
tainers will be accepted. These include 
milk jugs, laundry detergent and bleach 
boldcs and similar items. 

Program co-coordinator Theresa Kovach, 
expects that the scope of the collection 
will expand by the end of March to in- 
clude number one plastics. Two-Utter soft 
drink bottles arc a common product of 
number one plastic. Residents arc encour- 
nged to save such items until they may be 
collected. 

Pursuant to a Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency regulation, all plastics 
must be marked with an emblem identify- 
ing its classification. Containers are 
marked on the bottom with an emblem 
containing the corresponding number 
classification of the plastic. 

The recycling ccntci is open on 
Saturdays, 9 a.m. to noon and is located at 
the corner of Corona and Williams Streets 
in Williams Park. 

In addition to plastic, the center accepts 
glass, tin and aluminum. Bottles and cans

DARE prepares youth for challenges of life

Drug Abuse Resistance Education 
(DARE) is showing kids how lo just say 
yes to healthy lifestyles. Fifth graders at 
Millburn School arc gelling to know 
about drugs. More importantly, they're 
gelling to know about how lo keep drugs 
oui of their lives. 

'Il doesn't make you cool to drink beer 
or smoke marijuana,' and 'it (drugs and al- 
cohol) could seriously mess your brain 
up,' arc observations shared by students 
following their first week in DARE. 

Through the Lihdcrihurst Police Dcpl. 
and Officer Jeff Noel, drug abuse Resis- 
tance is a new "R" in the basic curriculum 
ui Millburn. 'Hie program is scheduled to 
expand lo Pleviak School next fall, 

"We're the last defense for ihese kids; 
the parcms, live teachers and us (police)," 
said Hocl, who completed two weeks of 
training for die program in Springfield. 



This defense is built in stages through 
the 17-wcck course. Each stage focuses on 
essential skills for remaining safe and 
hcallhy amid the pressures of society. 

"We want to teach kids that they can 
feel good about diemsclvcs and be proud 
of it," he added. 

Feeling good about themselves is not 
merely an objective of die course, but an 
inalienable right to each child. Integral lo 
the program is that die child undersuinds 
lhat he or she has die right to be happy 
and to be treated with care and understand- 
ing. 

Realization of DARE's bill of rights is 
a summary or all of the 17 sUigcs of the 
DARE curriculum. Jt means learning 
about consequences of doing drugs, ways 
lo resist doing drugs, building sclf-csieem 
and asserlivcness, and "real-world" issues 
like stress management, decision-making 
and forming a support system. 
"It's really a building block-type pro- 



gram," said Hocl, 

Students tackle each phase by complct- 
ing exercises in their DARE workbooks 
and by taking active and creative roles in 
the evolution of die course. 

"The kids love die role playing," added 
Hocl, "dial's one of die big advantages lo 
the program." 

Another advantage, says Hocl, is that 
llic program is designed to appeal to the 
three kinds of learning types: kinesthetic, 
visual and audio. 

"It's something that keeps the attention 
of all of diem," he added. 

However, keeping lhat attention and 
trusi is a crucial component to die success 
of ihe program. DARE classes arc made 
up of no more than 30 students to ensure 
that each lias a personal role in die course. 
Hocl nurtures a rapport with the class, 
breaking the ice with talk about Nintendo 
and oilier diings dear lo the hearts of fifth 
graders. WiUiout an easy rapport and trust, 



Hocl says, the lesson may be lost on 
some. 

Before embarking on die core of the 
program, die students arc quizzed on dicir 
basic knowledge about drugs and dicir ef- 
fects. Their knowledge is measured in a 
short true-or- false quiz which is repeated at 
(Continued on Page 8)

New Antioch Community High School 
Principal Dr. Michael L. Radokovich is 
taking a crash course in "Dist. 117", be- 
fore taking over his new position, July 1. 

In addition to his duties as Director of 
Instruction at Niles Township High 
School Dist 219, Radokovich is doing 
"homework" around town, getting "a feel 
of where we arc" in the district. 

"I think the responsibility of any school 
system is to lend an ear to what the com- 
munity expectations are," he said. 

Radokovich keeps his cars open during 
his weekly visits/fact-finding missions to 
the district. He hopes to meet as many 
people and contacts with the school as he 
can, to establish a collaborative-type effort 
to help map the future of the school. 

"There are some areas that are probably 
of interest to change," he said, "but in or- 
der to layout a specific plan, I need to do 
more homework." 

His preliminary findings indicate that

Zoning board considers 
wetland-area venture

The Lake County Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals delayed a decision on a zoning 
change on property in which wetlands are 
present. The issue was referred to a review 
meeting, March 1. ' . 

Just less than five acres in area, the 
property is located on the cast side of Rte. 
83, approximately 1/4 mile south of 
Town Line Road in Lake Villa Township. 
It is presently zoned C-countryside, which 
docs not permit for any type of develop- 
ment. 

Property owner Joel Kennedy approached 
the board, Feb. 15, for a zoning 
reclassification to Gl-gcncral industrial to 
permit the location of a shop/office for his 
sewer and water construction company. 

"We know the property exists in an en- 
vironmentally sensitive region," said 
Kennedy's attorney Howard Teegan, "and 
our engineers will show that there's no 
detriment to the location." 

However, residents of adjacent properties 
and of Loon Lake expressed concerns over 
the effects of development in areas desig- 
nated as wetlands and floodplains. The 
property is also located in the Loon Lakes 
watershed, through which water flows and 
is filtered into the lake. 

"I have no objection to any progress in 
building," said Loon Lake Management 
Association President John Bambule, "my 
objection would be only that if we change 
any of the watershed areas it does affect 
us." 

According to Bruce Fallahi, an engineer 
for Mission Enterprises, Gurnee, one-fifth 
of the area is comprised of wetlands or 
floodplain. To accommodate any displaced 
water from the development, Fallahi pro- 
posed that a 7.76 foot retention pond 
would be dug and a 10-inch pipe would be 
installed to control outflow from the 
pond. 

"We do not intend to fill any areas that 
are of concern to the Army Corps of En- 
gineers," said Teegan.

Although any prospective development 
must attain subsequent approval from the 
Corps; Bambule is concerned that even a 
small deviation in the wetland system 

could upset the delicate balance of nature. 
He says that retention ponds can serve to 
hold back water flow, but the crucial fil- 
tering action is restricted. 

"We don't know what the long, long- 
term effect is," he said. 

Lake Villa Mayor Joyce Frayer repre- 
sented the village in approval of the 
rczoning, only under the provision that 
the flow of water coming off the property 
is at no higher rate than present and that 
the property would hold the same amount 
of water as it docs now. 

Pursuant to a letter from the Lake 
County Health Department a 
recommendation is made that the owner 
hire a wedand consultant to delineate the 
true extent of the wetland. Cited in the 
letter is the natural resource opinion of the 
Soil and Water Conservation District 
which opposes the zoning change. 

"The environment is not going to per- 
mit an intense use and we're not going to 
put in an intense use," said Teegan. 

According to Kennedy, the proposed fa- 
cility would employ two-to-thrcc full-time 
employees and sewer and water service 
would not be required. He said that traffic 
would be minimal, with fivc-to-six trucks 
per day making deliveries. Occasionally, 
heavy equipment would be present at the 
site. 
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Radokovich will bring with him an 
educational philosophy which advocates 
active and cooperative teaching styles. He 
slates that teachers should be accessible to 
each individual, to educate in whatever 
way possible. 

With technology playing an essential 
role in today's educational system, 
Radokovich stresses the need to effectively 
integrate it into the system. He advocates 
the construction of a new high school to 
help facilitate this process. 

"Technology is vital in the planning of 
any high school," he said. 

Radokovich's devotion to education is 
molded by his experiences. An immigrant 
from Germany, he came to the U.S. in the 
1960's, speaking no English. He worked 
his way up the educational ladder, which 
he says, "gave me the opportunity to be 
successful." 

He earned his bachelor's degree in social 
studies and foreign language from the 
University of Kansas in 1971. In 1973, he 
earned a master's degree in education and 



administration from Roosevelt University. 
He earned a doctorate in philosophy with 
an emphasis in social studies education 
from Northwestern University in 1976. 

He has held his current post at Niles for 
the past three and one-half years. Previ- 
ously, he had worked as a teacher and de • 
partment chairman in the Glenbrook aw 
Waukegan School systems.

Beaver is our friend 

Editor: 

I am a resident of the Channel Lake 
Bluffs area of Antioch. I am appalled to 
live in an area with such disregard for na- 
ture and wildlife. I am not sure if it's ig- 
norance or selfishness. 

The beaver is a unique rodent. They live 
as a family, a pair (die parents) and two- 
to-four babies every spring. As yearlings, 
they move fivc-to-tcn miles from their 
place of birth to find a mate and build 
their own lodge. The parents then have a 
new litter (of two-to-four babies). 

Beavers eat bark, green twigs and plants, 
including aquatic plants that humans find 
undesirable. Beavers use what they chew, 
be it as food or as lumber for their lodges 
and dam or twigs for their winter food 
stock.

conclusion of the course. 
Alcohol and marijuana are 
emphasized within the cur- 
riculum because of their 
classification as "gateway 
drugs" or drugs which may 
lead to use of harder sub- 
stances. 

The availability of these 
substances are among the 
daily threats in every stu- 
dent's environment. Aware- 
ness of dangers, practices 
for personal safety and un- 
derstanding of the need for 
laws, is the focus of the 
first session. 

With the understanding 
that certain drugs, if taken 
properly, can be beneficial, 
students gain a greater un- 
derstanding of drug use, 
misuse and abuse. Inherent 
in this knowledge is an 
awareness of the conse- 
quences, both good and bad, 
of use of drugs, alcohol and 
tobacco. 

Students enthusiastically 
spell out these consequences 
in classroom exercises. Al- 
though, being kicked out of 
school, for some, seemed a 
whimsically welcome short- 
range consequence to break- 
ing rules, each were aware 
of the overall good and bad 
sides to selected circum- 
stances. 

Knowledge of the nega- 
tive effects of using drugs 
and the positive effects of 
not using them, translates 
into effective ways to resist 
pressure to use. The stu- 
dents are taught to realize 
that individual decisions arc 
influenced by a variety of 
forces, including peers and 
the media. 

Self-esteem, the ability to 
recognize positive qualities 
about themselves, gives 
students a crucial weapon to 
the student's arsenal to 
combat unsavory influ- 
ences. 

The program helps to 
cultivate self-esteem by 
asking each student to get 
to know him or herself and 
others. Students are asked to 
identify at least one positive 
personality trait which they 
possess, illustrate similari- 
ties and differences among 
people, and recognize that 
individuals have different 
strengths and weaknesses. 
Subsequently, the role 
playing is employed with 
students practicing how to 
give and receive compli- 



thc environment," she said,

men is and how to be as- 
sertive when refusing offers 
to use drugs. 

However, the presence and 
magnitude of stress may 
cause self-esteem and as- 
sertiveness to waiver. Stu- 
dents are taught how to 
identify stress and its affects 
on the body, as well as how 
to deal with it without 
turning to drugs. Deep 
breathing in stressful times 
is a recommended practice. 

Stress management, deci- 
sion-making and risk taking 
are areas targeted by the 
program to give the stu- 
dents the tools to stay away 
from drugs and gangs, while 
choosing healthy lifestyles, 
a positive support system 
and strong self-esteem. 

In the final weeks of the 
program, students are asked 
to prepare and read aloud a 
script illustrating how they 
would respond when pres- 
sured to use drugs. 

Their script will lilcly be 
a rehearsal for future situa- 
tions in their lives. With 
their DARE diploma, which 
they receive in a graduation 
ceremony, it is hoped that 
they will have their act 
straight.

There is a bktcr-swect lone connected 
with the decision to grant Baxter 
Healthcare Corp. $644,000 in real estate 
tax abatements over the next 10 years to 
locate a $55 million distribution center in 
Waukegan instead of fleeing to a spot in 
the 1,200-acre Lake View Corporate Park 
in Kenosha County. 

The decision is sweet because 360 jobs 
will enhance the local employment 
picture, but somewhat bitter because the 
action might be setting a dangerous 
precedent. In connection with the 19-2 
vole by the Lake County Board to abate 
$351,000 in taxes over the next 10 years, 
County Chairman Robert Dcpke reported 
that Ducks Unlimited with 160 employes 
at its international offices on Gilmer Rd. 
has been offered a $1 lease for 99 years as 
an inducement to relocate to Memphis. 
The line might be forming for more local 
governmental handouts. 

Officialdom probably did the right thing 
to make sure the big Baxter facility stays 
in Lake County. The City of Waukegan 
will forego the collection of $203,000 in 
tax collections for the next 10 years. The 
Lake County Forest Preserve Dist. 
abatement will be $90,000. So the 
whole transaction isn't exactly peanuts. 

Still, a conscious-gnawing cloud hangs 
over the transaction.

After a stinging defeat for reelection as 
supervisor, Geary chose retirement from 
die County Board. While some of his 
enemies still arc attempting to obtain a 
court-ordered reimbursement of part of his

Dist. 6 Rep. Robert O'Reilly, the only 
other vote against the Baxter abatement, 
declared that she is "damned tired" of 
paying for tax breaks for big companies.

corporate generals decided it would be 
more convenient to be closer to O'Hare 
Airport. Baxter itself employed 
considerable political pressure to obtain 
zoning approval to locate a plant on 
Wilson Rd. in Grant Township. Now the 
plant which once employed 4,000 persons 
is downgrading because of a corporate 
decision to relocate manufacturing 
functions to another area for greater 
efficiency. What will happen to the tax 
abatements in four or five years if Baxter 
management decides the warehouse in 
Waukegan has outgrown its usefulness? 

The best that can be said now that the 
Baxter tax abatement is a done deal is that 
all tax abatement propositions should 
receive full and open debate. And if tax 
abatement, indeed, is a tool for economic 
development in the County of Lake, then 
let the line form. What's fair for one is 
far for all.

War still 



is hell

Most people today and in times past 
would agree with General William 
Tecumseh Sherman, of Civil War fame, 
who said, "War is hcuT 

This is even more apparent in our time 
to those of us far from the batdefield wilh 
the introduction of all aspects of the 
conflict, preparation, attack, results, 
graphically displayed in our living rooms 
on the television screen. 

Scenes of the bombing in Baghdad last 
week, resulting in many civilian deaths 
and injuries, evoke pity of course, but 
there are some questions concerning the 
incident which must be asked. 

Is it customary to place a six-foot 
cyclone fence wilh barbed wire at the top, 
as seen on TV, around an air raid shelter? 

Why aren't civilians, at least children, 
sent away from areas of danger? 

(For the benefit of those in this present 
generation who may not know, and others 
of us who may have forgotten, during the 
Battle of Britain in World War II, the 
English sent many of their children away 
from the cities into the countryside, and 
even more of them as far away as Canada 
and the United States). 

Are we willing to accept the statements 
of our leaders that military targets are their 
prime concern, or the propaganda of our 
enemy who has been proven to be 
unconcerned wilh the safely, well-being or 
the very lives of his own people? 

To gain a perspective on war we might 
turn to history where we find some very 
interesting customs and events attendant 
on conflicts. 

Consider the "Peace of God," 
established around 990 A.D. which 
exempted from private feudal warfare 
unarmed ecclesiastical personnel and 
farmers. 

And there was the "Truce of God," 
enjoined by ihe church in 1047 which 
lasted until about 1200. It forbade 
hostilities between armies, or man to 
man, from Wednesday to Monday, and 
also during certain holy seasons. 

In the pages of history we find the 
Hundred Years War which raged between 
England and France from 1037 to 1453 
over territory in France which England 
c laimed. During that t ime the style of

warfare changed from medieval to modem, 
from archery to artillery, and the state of 
society emerged from feudalism to the 
beginnings of a national consciousness. 

Then there are the Thirty Years War 
from 1618 to 1648 which was a conflict 
among a number of German princes 
backed by the European countries. It left 
Germany in ruins, the Holy Roman 
Empire an empty shell with France 
becoming the chief power in Europe. 

Our own Secretary of Defense Dick 
Cheney was amused about two weeks into 
the present war by a headline in a 
newspaper which complained, "War Drags 
On." Imagine, two weeks! What a drag! 

The Civil War lasted four years; World 
War I four years; World War II six years. 

Many experts today feel this "Desert 
Storm" will not be a lengthy struggle. 
Perhaps with our superior methods of 
communication today we may be able to 
resolve the matter of Kuwait's boundaries 
and integrity better, quicker and more 
wisely than would have been possible in 
other times and wars. 

Let us hope and pray.

HEEL PAIN 

A heel spur is a boney growth on the underside of the 
heel bone. This growth appears in response to an 
abnormal pull from the ligament that runs through the 
arch. Other factors that indicate spurs are long term 
standing on hard surfaces. A Bursitis usually co-exists 
with a spur and is what causes the pain. Treatment 
consists of custom made arch supports, called 
orthotics, that relieve the tension on the ligament and 
pads the heel area.

And, of course, there's 
the value of the home. "A 
log home appreciates 25 
percent more than a standard 
stick home," Jack ex- 
plained. 

Simplicity is another 
plus. "There's no sheeting 
or siding, no drywalling, no 
mud and taping," Jack said. 
"Once the logs are up it's a 
solid home." 

Speed is another factor. 
A small shell can go up in 
just two weeks. A larger 
project can be put up in a 
month, while a finished 
product — inside and out — r 
takes about three months. 

Costs for the packages 
range from around $12,500 
for a 560-square-foot "sports 
cabin" to about $69,500 for 
something in the 3,900- 
square-foot "quite elaborate" 
category. 

The pay plan goes like 
this: 10 percent when you 
order, 40 percent when you 
decide on a delivery date and 
the final 50 percent upon 
delivery. 

"We've never missed a 
delivery dale," Mary said.

For most of us, however, 
the primary need is to pro- 
vide sufficient living in- 
come for our surviving 
family and it is the need 
that I want to focus on here. 

Let me start by saying 
that unless you have your 
entire retirement next egg 
put away, you probably 
have a need for life insur- 
ance. How much insurance 
is enough? 

The first step: Start by 
computing the existing 
capital available. This 
would include, liquid assets, 
existing life insurance pro- 
ceeds, retirement plan bene- 
fits, possible sale of some 
non-liquid assets. 

Once that number is to- 
taled, you have to subtract 
the survivors immediate 
cash needs. These include: 
final expenses (burial ex- 
pense and final illness 



costs); an emergency fund 
to provide some liquidity, 
possibly an education fund 
to pay college costs; possi- 
bly money to pay off a 
home mortgage or other 
existing debt. 

Third step, compute the 
total capital required to pro- 
vide the desired income for 
your survivors. This is 
where our computer comes 
in handy. You need to factor 
in the following variables: 
how much income is re- 
quired for the survivors? 
This will vary depending on 
whether college funds have 
been provided for and 
whether the mortgage has 
been paid off; will the sur- 
viving spouse have an 
earned income (ie: will he 
or she be able to work); 
what will we assume for 
inflation; how much will 
the invested portfolio earn; 
how much income will be 
lot to income taxes; how 
long will the survivor live; 



will the survivor live off of 
income only or will they 
invade principal; how much 
income will come in from 
other sources such as social 
security, pension plans, an- 
nuities, etc.? 

Fortunately, computer 
programs have been devel- 
oped to do the number 
crunching after we have in- 
put the assumptions listed 
above. 

The end result is a calcu- 
lated dollar amount of capi- 
tal required to provide an 
inflation protected income 
stream for your survivors. 



Simply compare this calcu- 
lated amount of capital 
needed to the actual capital 
remaining after providing 
for immediate cash needs 
(Step 2 above) and you have 
a good approximation of 
your additional insurance 
need. 

While this may sound 
like a lot of work, it really 
is not if you have access to 
a financial planner who has 
a computer with this soft- 
ware. I recommend that you 
go through this process 
with your financial planner 
to determine whether you 



are doing a good job with 
your own risk management

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Teams, fans ready for new post-season format

Basketball fanatics will have to get used 
to a whole new way of life when it comes 
to post-season basketball. 

For the old regional and sectional 
formats have gone by the way of the two- 
handed set shot as the Illinois High 
School Assn. has instituted a new seeding 
arrangement with individual sectional 
complexes. Most area teams are in the 
Waukegan sectional complex. The first 
eight seeds get home games the first 
round, which is Feb. 26. All games begin 
at 7:30 p.m. 

Although there appears to be no upsets 
in the making on paper, as the old saying 
goes, that's why you play the game. 

"It is the fairest way to do it. If we had 
our old set-up, we would have had the No. 
2 seed (Warren), No. 3 seed (Liberty ville) 
No. 5 seed (Carmel) and No. 9 seed 
(Mundelein). Now, we don't have to worry 
about knocking ourselves off," 
Libertyville Coach Max Sander said. 

There are few inter-area contests to 
highlight fans interests, with the 
exception of No. 12 Grant at No. 5 
Carmel. But Carmel Coach Scott Rosberg

Rosberg, whose team improved to 13-10 
overall with two wins last weekend, said 
the fifth seed was pretty much what he 
expected. 

Four second round games will be played 
at the teams with the higher seeds on 
March 1. The semi-finals will be at 
Waukegan March 5 with the final set for 
7:30 p.m. March 8. 

A look at the first round games: 

GRAYSLAKE (6-18) at STEVENSON 
(23-2): this would appear to be a 
mismatch from the lime the Grayslake bus 
pulled up let the Rams off. But the 16- 
seeded Rams Coach Greg Groth has other 
ideas. "If we win tonight " (against 
McHcnry Tuesday), and the game is called 
closely, I think we have a chance to give 
them a better game than people think." 

The Rams have won three of their last five 
but will that matter to the likes of Chris 
Coleman, Eric Roth and Boomer 
Whipple?

The Sequoits have 
won four of their last five games, 
including a victory over Mundelein last 
week. Another upset possible here, as 
Antioch would like to play three games in 
the Waukegan gym Prediction: Waukegan 
holds on by five. 

GRANT (13-11) at CARMEL (13-10): 
The 12th seed is at the fifth seed in this 
contest. The Bulldogs have been playing 
well of late, as a 56-50 win over 
Johnsburg kept them in the upper division 
of the Northwest Suburban Conference and 
guaranteed a better than .500 season. This 
one could be an inside vs. outside 
shooting game, as Carmel has the three- 
point shooters.

Prediction: Warren by 12. 

HIGHLAND PARK (8-15) at NORTH 
CHICAGO (12-12): The Warhawks 
thought they deserved the seventh seed and 
got it, opening up against the 10th seed. 
The question is which one of several 
personalities the Warhawks have shown 
this .500 season will show up. They are 
led by Johnny Johnson and Hassan 
Ahmad. The team has beaten a foe it was 
not supposed to (Warren) but lost to 
Mundelein twice. 

ZION-BENTON (7-17) at 
LIBERTYVILLE (19-6): Libertyville 
Coach Sanders indeed has reason to smile 
about the new format. His team, led by 
five seniors, faces a Zion club it easily 
handled in the regular season. Prediction: 
Libertyville by 11. 

LAKE FOREST (9-15) at ROUND 
LAKE ( 21-3): Panthers wrapped up the 
Northwest Suburban Conference title last 
week with 62-50 win over Marengo in 
which RL scored the last 12 points of the 
game. Panthers won 13 straight in 
NWSC, but have had troubles outside the 
conference.

County services recognize senior citizens needs

Lake County, along with 
the rest of the nation, is 
experiencing a demographic 
change as more people lead - 
longer, more active lives. Is 
Lake County prepared for 
the challenges that lie ahead 
in meeting the needs of 
older adults? Several people 
in the county who have 
contact with older adults 
were consulted about the 
trends in services for this 
population. 

Frank Phillips, director of 
senior community services 
for Catholic Charities of 



Lake County in Waukegan 
explains a development in 
the city. "Waukegan is 
planning a new senior cen- 
ter on Bclvidere St. that 
will have expanded ser- 
vices/' says Frank. "The 
young seniors are more vo- 
cal in what they want and 
arc apt to do more traveling. 
The new center will have 
intcrgcnerauonal programs 
and more recreational 
activities that arc geared to- 
ward this group." 

Frank believes that 
healthcare is the number 
one concern of older adults. 
"They are worried about the 



rising cost of medicare pre- 
miums and access to care." 
The fiscal strength of the 
federal and state govern- 
ments will be major deter- 
minants in the cost of 
healthcare to older adults. 
Mary Riggs, RN, MA, 
nursing administrator at 
Victory Lakes Continuing 
Care Center in Lindenhurst 
cites several trends in ser- 
vices for older adults. "A 
number of alternatives exist 
for families in response to 
society's changing culture.

gerontology. "Now, there 
are many physicians that are 
board-certified in this field," 
says Rigg. "The passage of. 
recent federal legislation is 
making care of the elderly 
in nursing homes more 
humane. For instance, the 
legislation mandates a de- 
creased dependence on the 
use of restraints and psy- 
chotropic medications and 
increased education for 
nursing assistants." 

Another institution that 
recognizes the needs of older 
adults is the College of 
Lake County (CLC) in 
Grayslake and its outreach 
centers. The number of 
older students attending the 
college has almost doubled 
since 1985. In-districl resi- 
dents who are 60 years and 
older and pay one-half the 



regular tuition rate. Resi- 
dents who are 65 years and 
older and who qualify 
financially may enroll 
without paying tuition or 
activity fees. 

Curtis L. Denny, director 
of admissions and records at 
CLC recognizes that stu- 
dents arc "staying younger 
longer even though their 
age is advancing." He adds 
that older students bring di- 
versity to the classroom 
based on their experiences, 
and that their presence is 
likely to lead to the devel- 
opment of different pro- 
grams and services. 

Ed Snyder, director of 
student activities at CLC 
sees older students getting 
involved in more traditional 
activities like student gov-

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Homestead exemptions offer property tax relief 



Homeowners should lake 
advantage of the state's 
Homestead Exemptions Act 
which provides property tax 
exemptions to veterans, 
senior citizens and others 
who are improving their 
property, said state Rep. 
Virginia Fiester Frederick 
(R-Lake Forest). 

"Homestead exemptions 
have been available for 
more than a decade, but 
many homeowners arc not 
taking advantage of this 
service, which can be used 
annually," Frederick said. 

There are four basic types 
of homestead exemptions. 



Homeowners living in their 
homes arc eligible for the •' 
"Owner-Occupied 

Exemption" which provides 
a partial exemption from 
the property tax up to 
$3,500 based on their, 
reduced assessed valuation. 
A taxpayer should apply for 
this exemption with the 
County Supervisor of 
Assessments or County 
Assessor. 

Homeowners who are age 
65 or older and living in 
their own homes arc 
eligible for an additional 
homestead exemption of 



$2,000. Applicants should 
file a certificate of status 
with their township 
assessor in each township. 

Frederick said the . 
"Homestead Improvement 
Exemption" can be applied 



for by a homeowner who 
has added an improvement 
to property, such as a 
garage. Homeowners should 
apply to their township 
assessor. 

Applications for the 
"Disabled Veteran's 



Exemption" are handled 
through the Illinois Dept. 
of Veteran's Affairs.

Carrie White, 

world's oldest person at 116 

PALATKA, Fla. — Carrie White, who apparently 
had been the world's oldest living person, has died. 
At 116 years and 88 days old, she was the second 
oldest person ever whose birth date the Guinness 
Book of World Records could authenticate reliably. 

White, a resident of Putnam Memorial Nursing 
Home for five years, died there Thursday. 

White was born on Nov. 18, 1874. Ulysses S. 
Grant was president. Gen. George Armstrong Custer 
still was two years away from his last stand. 

Three years ago Guinness declared White the 
world's oldest living person whose birth date could 
be authenticated reliably, and the nursing home had 
held a birthday party for her each year after that. 
Former President Reagan spoke to her by phone 
during her last one. 

"She loved the cameras and all that attention. She 
really ate that up," said Marjorie Allen, her guardian 
for the past seven years. 

Guinness says the oldest authentic centenarian 
ever was Shigechiyo Izumi of Japan. He died in 
1986 at 120 years and 237 days of age. 

Born Carrie Joiner in Gadsden County, White 
lived and worked near Tallahassee. 

She spent most of her life in the Florida State 
Hospital at Chattahoochee, after her husband, John 
White, had her , admitted a day after her 35th 
birthday. 

Hospital records state she suffered from "post- 
typhoid psychosis," but doctors no longer care 
certain of that diagnosis. She was released from the 
hospital at age 109 under a program to move 
geriatric mental patients from stale institutions.
